worse. I used to test the condition of 
the children I saw by feeling their 
fleshless arms. 
When I touched one 


child the father said: 
'Don't touch 


him. lie has this bad new disease, and 
it hurts him so much.' I realized 1 it 
I had hurt him, but the child was too 
listless to shrink from the pain. 


"The doctors could do practically 


nothing for the out-patients who could 
rot be taken to the hospitals. 
The 


mothers were in despair. The doctors 
said the greatest want of all \vas for 
cod liver oil. Funds raised in England 
had sent a supply, hut it only lasted 
two days. Practically every child vn- 
der two is rickety. 


Suffer From Starvation. 


"It is extraordinary how little Vien- 


na has suffered from war epidemics 
such as typhus. The enormous increase 
in sickness is due to starvation disease. 
Almost all of its child population is 
stunted, starved, left without vitality, 
vigor or energy. 
An enormous num-

CULL THE FARM 
POULTRY FLOCKS

Two-fifths of tlip Missouri farm liens 
fail to pay thoir feed bill. 
Unless a 
hen lays from GO to 75 eggs a year she 
Is being kept at a loss. 
High priced 
feeds make it vital that only good lay­ 
ers be kept. To rid the farms of low 
producers each flock owner should 
practice some method of culling, says 
T. S. Townsley of the University of 
Missouri College of Agriculture. 
One 
Missouri county reported that 38,820 
low-producing hens were culled from 
85S farm flocks last fall with an esti­ 
mated saving of more than $32,000 for 
feed. Proper culling reduces the feed 
bill but not the egg production. 


The system of culling is based upon 
the fact that nature stamps the hen 
with 
certain 
visible characteristics 
which indicate the traits and habits of 
the individual. As in the human fam­ 
ily the hard working farm wife is easily 
distinguished from the social butterfly 
of the city, so in the hen family cer­ 
tain visible charticteristics indirate 
whether a hen has been a high layer 
or a loafer. Anyone who studies the 
birds closely may easily rrcognize 
these différences. 


,r*he ideal time to give the flock a 
nplete culling is about the middle 
the molting period. This will vary 
ith the different flocks but usually 
:omes in August, September or Octo­ 
ber. The characters which distinguish 
poor layers from good ones are most 
evident between August 1 and Novem­ 
ber 1. At this time the birds are being 
prepared for winter quarters and some 
reduction in the number is usually de­ 
sirable.

ENNA’S AGED 
DYING ON FEET 


Most Austrians Suffer From Rav­ 
ages of the Many Wartime 
Maladies. 


CHILDREN ARE EMACIATED 


Scrawny, Limp, Listless From Malnu­ 
trition and Seldom Smile or Play 
—American Red Cross Is 
Helping. 


London.—Dr. Ethel Williams, a New­ 
castle doctor of 30 years’ experience, 
recently has returned to England from 
Vienna. 
She attended the Woman’s 
International 
conference at 
Zurich, 
where she heard so much about the 
conditions of disease in Austria that 
she decided to see for herself what 
those conditions really were. 
She 
spent a week in Vienna, visiting the 
hospitals and 
tho school kitchens, 
studying medical statistics, interview­ 
ing representative people, and seeing 
ns much as she could of the city. 
Speaking to a Manchester Guardian 
representative, she said: 


“What impressed me most> was the 
appalling condition of every old per­ 
son I saw, and of 95 per cent of the 
children. 
The old people were like 
walking death’s heads. 
There are so 
many things that persons, over sixty 
cannot digest. 
The mortality- among 
the old has increased by 150 per cent. 


“What struck me most when walk­ 
ing about the streets was that there 
were no toddlers. 
Children of three 
and even four years were carried by 
their mothers. 
The children did not 
run about, or shout, or quarrel. 
It 
was four days before I saw a child 
playing. 


Most Children Emaciated. 


At least 05 per cent of the practical­ 
ly well children were painfully emaci­ 
ated, with discolored circles around 
their sunken eyes and the tendons of 
their necks showing like those of old 
people. 
Even middle-class children 
have these scrawny necks, and when 
they run their cheeks flap like those 
of old people. 
But they seldom run. 
They are all limp and listless. 


“The scene in the out-patients’ de­ 
partment at the biggest slate chil­ 
dren’s hospital wTas pitiful—no sound 
nr attempt to play. 
The children sat 
quietly on their mothers’ knees or 
against a wall. 


“I saw several cases of osteo-mala- 
cliia, a disease so rare before the war 
that the only two cases I had ever 
seen had been shown to me as a curi­ 
osity. 
It seems to CQine from lack of 
fresh food, and there have been 250 
cases in Vienna, and I heard of an­ 
other epidemic in a German town. 


“The bones soften and become dis­ 
torted, the pelvis bones fold inward. 
In early stages it is curable, but a bad 
ease never will walk again, and 
a 
rather bad case always will have diffi­ 
culty in walking. 


“The cases were those of older chil­ 
dren and adults. 
They told me that 
the hospitals were receiving about 15 


cases a day, and those they had to 
turn away inevitably must become 
worse. I used to test the condition of 
the children I saw by feeling their 
fleshless arms. 
When I touched one 
child the father said: 
‘Don’t touch 
him. lie has this bad new disease, and 
it hurts him so much.* I realized 1 at 
I had hurt him, but the child was too 
listless to shrink from the pain. 


“The doctors could do practically 
nothing for the out-patients who could 
rot be taken to the hospitals. 
The 
mothers wore In despair. The doctors 
said the greatest want of all was for 
cod liver oil. Funds raised in England 
had sent a supply, but it only lasted 
two days. Practically every child x:n- 
der two is rickety. 


Suffer From Starvation. 


“It is extraordinary how little Vien­ 
na has suffered from war epidemics 
such as typhus. The enormous increase 
in sickness is due to starvation disease. 
Almost all of its child population is 
stunted, starved, left without vitality, 
vigor or energy. 
An enormous num­ 
ber are tubercular and a considerable 
proportion of these will die. Another 
considerable proportion will for all 
their lives probably be stunted in mind 
and body, and all will be handicapped.” 


The children of school age provided 
with one meal of soup and bi’ead in the 
day by American Red Cross workers at 
a special kitchen she visited were 
watched lest they should take the brpad 
home. 
“You must eat the bread,” the 
workers told them. “All that we can do

Spokane, Wash.—One of the biggest 
“industries” of the northwest this sum­ 
mer is the fighting of forest fires. 


A good, husky man, with two strong 
arms and a willingness to work, looks 
as good as a million dollars to the of­ 
ficials of the United States forestry 
service, and the big lumber concerns, 
who are losing vast values in timber.

the great reason fires, started by care­ 
less campers or lightning storms, have 
been able to spread over many miles 
of America’s richest lumber lands and 
cause damage that will not be replaced 
for a generation.

War Against Flames. 


In SpoKane as well as the coast 
cities the forest service is waging re­ 
cruiting campaigns similar to those 
carried on during the war. 
It is a 
.war—against flames almost as destruc­ 
tive to America as the flames that 
broke out in Europe. 


Lumberjacks, those big-sliouldered 
veterans of the forest life, make the 
finest fire fighters. This summer they 
have had little chance to engage in 
their regular work of cutting timber, 
and have bent all their efforts to sav* 
ing the forests that house the nation. 


The forest service maintains a cease­ 
less lookout. As soon as smoke is dis­ 
cerned the news is flashed to head* 
quarters; a crew is hastily recruited 
and equipped, and sent Into the burn­ 
ing area with full supplies of food, 
tools and bedding. 


But they have little chance to use 
the bedding. Fire fighting is an all- 
night all-day job. 


How Fire Is Beaten.^ 


The only successful method of stop­ 
ping a fire Is to get in front of it, 
clear a wide trail, and widen it by 
backfiring. 


A slight change of wind will make 
the back fire cross the trail and en­ 
danger the workers’ lives. 


Blazing trees frequently fall with 
the wind, across the trail, and undo 
the work of a day. 


One result of the epidemic of fires 
in the present ,summer will be a vig­ 
orous effort, on the part of lumber 
companies and forestry men alike, to 
secure from congress a greater ap­ 
propriation for the forest service than 
ever before. America’s forests are no 
longer so numerous and wrell-grown 
that the trees can be sacrificed with­ 
out national suffering.

COOKED VEGETABLES 


USING BLANKET TO SAVE ICE 


Can Be Used Alone or Combined 


With Meat or Fish. 


It Is Essential That Vegetables Be 


Cut Fairly Fine and Thoroughly 


Mixed—Add Onion, Chives 


or Green Pepper. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture ) 


Hash may be ir.adi.- with one or 


many cooked vegetables used alone or 
combined with meat fir fish. 
Potato 


is the most useful vegetable for a 
hash, as it combines well with meat 
or with other vegetables. 


It is essential for good hush that the 


vegetables be cut fairly fine, but not 
so fine that the pieces will lose their 
shape or stick together—that is, the 
particles should drop apart readily 
when shaken on a fork. Each vege- 
table must be cut up separately, then 
all be mixed. The vegetables, or vege- 
table, and meat or fish must be wpll 
seasoned with salt and pepper, and 
if liked there may ho added a little 
minced onion,, chives, parsley, chervil, 
or green pepper finely minced. 
The 


hash must be moistened a little with 
meat broth, milk or water—not more 
than a half cupful for a quart of hash. 


When the hash is mixed, seasoned 


and moistened put a tablespoonful of 
butter or savory drippings in a frying 
pan. 
When this is melted put in the 


hash and spread evenly and lightly in 
the pan. 
Over this put little dots of 


butter or savory drippings, using about 
one tablespoonful in all. 
Cover the 


pan and place where the hash will not 
burn but where the heat is fairly good, 
and cook for half an hour, then fold 
and turn on a hot pint tor. 
A rich 


brown crust will have formed on tho 
bottom of the hush if the heat was 
Miiliciem.

SCHOOLBOOKS OF LONG AGO 


Ancient Tablets Show That Children 
of Past Ages Studied Much as 
Do Those of Today. 


Professor Langdon of Oxford, Eng., 
has discovered that one group of the 
famous Nippur tablets stored at the 
University of Pennsylvania are in re­ 
ality the oldest sclioolbooks known to 
exist. They show, says the Christian 
Herald, that the ‘children of the an­ 
cients learned much that the boys and 
girls of today have to study. 


According to these tablets the chil­ 
dren of 4,200 years ago were taught 
arithmetic, 
geography, 
history 
and 
grammar just like the children of to­ 
day. 


The multiplication tables are re­ 
markably distinct, and in plain num­ 
erals show the incontrovertible fact 
that three times one are three and five 
times one are five. 


On one tablet the school boy has 
been given a lesson in phonetic signs 
corresponding to the shorthand of mod­ 
ern times. 
The Sumerians, the au­ 
thors of these tablets, also invented 
the use of writing syllables and com­ 
bining them into words, being the first 
step toward the alphabet.

Drying, ex­ 
posure to air, washing and Ironing,

The nature of the stain should 
be known if possible before its re­ 
moval is attempted, 
since 
this de­ 
termines the treatment to be adopted. 
An 
unsuitable 
stain 
remover 
may 
“set” the stain so its removal be­ 
c o m e s difficult or even impossible. 


Treatment Depends on Fabric. 


The kind of fabric on which the 
stain occurs also should be known, for 
the 
method 
of 
treatment 
depends 
much on the nature, color, weave, fin­ 
ish and weight of the fabric, 
Do m>f 
use strong acids on cotton, and ev w 
diluted ones should be neutralized aft­ 
erwards with a suitable alkali. 
Care 
also should be taken in the use of the 
alkali, as it weakens the fabric. 


After any reagent rinse the fabric 
well. 
Do not use very hot water on 
wool or silk. 
Rubbing also must be 
avoided with these fabrics. 
Both wool 
and silk are dissolved by strong al­ 
kalis; borax or a weak solution of 
ammonia is more suitable. 
Acids, 
with the exception of nitric, do not at­ 
tack silk and wool readily. 


With colored materials avoid use of 
a bleaching agent which will destroy 
the color of the material. 
Because of 
this it is much more difficult to re­ 
move stains from 
colored 
material 
than from white. 


Removing Common Stains.

Hash may be made with one or 
many cooked vegetables used alone or 
combined with meat or fish. 
Potato 
is tho most useful vegetable for a 
hash, as it combines well with meat 
or with other vegetables. 


It is essential for good hash that the 
vegetables be cut fairly fine, but not 
so fine that the pieces will lose their 
shape or stick together—that is, the 
particles should drop apart readily 
when shaken on a fork. 
Each vege­ 
table must be cut up separately, then 
ail be mixed. The vegetables, or vege­ 
table, and meat or fish must be wpll 
seasoned with salt and pepper, and 
Jf liked there may bo added a little 
minced onion, chives, parsley, chervil, 
or green pepper finely minced. 
The 
hash must be moistened a little with 
meat broth, milk or water—not more 
than a half cupful for a quart of hash. 


When the hash is mixed, seasoned 
and moistened put a tablespoonful of 
butter or savory drippings in a frying 
pan. 
When this is melted put in the 
hash and spread evenly and lightly in 
the pan. 
Over this put little dots of 
butter or savory drippings, using about 
one tablespoonful in all. 
Cover the 
pan and place where the hash will not 
burn but where the heat Is fairly good, 
and cook for half an hour, then fold 
and turn on a hot platter 
A rich 
brown crust will have formed on the 
bottom of the hash if the heat was 
builiclent. 
Serve it hot, and on heated 
plates.

muse he was unfortunate enough to 
lernnge his hurling apparatus. 


A fresh cnse bringing this thought 


to mind has been the experience of 
Ferd Schupp, the brilliant New York 
southsider, who in 1917 pitched the 
Giants to a pennant by winning 24 
gpmes out of 28 starts and followed 
this feat by blanking the White Sox 
5 to 0 in the fourth game of the 
world's series that fall. 


Break Down of Schupp. 


When the season of 1010 opened Mc- 


graw thought he had one of the best 
pitchers In the country, but something 
happened to Schupp's arm and the big 
winner of 1017 could only pitch 33 in- 
nings in the whole reason of 1018 and 
was officially charged with one defeat 
and not credited with any wins. 


It was thought that a long rest 


would 
restore 
the 
strength 
to 


Schupp's arm, but on the training trip 
t was soon evident that the trouble 
lad not been removed, and while Mc- 
Irnw held on to the lefthander he 
finally traded him to St. Louis. 
This 


s rough on Schupp, who now is just 
tvienly-seven years old, and had a big 
future and a fat pay envelope ahead 
of him. 


Case of Chalmers. 


Thorp ne\er was a mote palhetic 


case of a pitching career ruined by 
an injured arm than that of George 
Chalmers, (he former Phil. 
Chal- 


mers came to 
the 
Phils 
in the 


fall of 1010 and his debut was to blank 
the Giants. In 1011 he showed prom- 
ise of developing into a star. 
But 


something happened in the fall of 
1911. 


After 
tjie 
clo^e of 
the 
season 


Chalmers went on a plajing jaunt to 
Cuba with a number of other Phils. 
On the way over while sk>lurking on 
the deck of the steamship Chalmers 


fell down a companion way. It would 
have been an ordinary accident lor 
anyone except a pitcher. 
His pitching 


arm was under him as he fell and liga- 
ments were torn. 


Chalmers did not pay much atten- 


tion to the injury until the following 
spring when he found he could not use 
his arm. 
He never was able to pitch 


many games after that and in 1915 
was sent to New York only to be re- 
leased shortly after the training trip. 


Pat Moran decided to give him an- 


other chance and regained him and he 
won eight games and lost nine in that 
season, but he never was the Chalmers 
of 1911, although once iri a while he 
did show streaks approximating his 
Irrmer greatness. 
He •was soon sent 


to the minors, when still under the 
thirty-year mark. 


P.it Moran often said that Chalmers 


would have been fully as great as 
Alexander had It not been for that 
damaging tumble on board ship. 


Joe Wood's Arm Gone. 


Joe Wood of the lied Sox was the 


master flinger of the American league 
in 1912 and topped a remarkable sea- 
son in the championship race by pitch- 
ing Boston to victory in the lengthy 
v orld series that jear. 


The strain of that year was so 


sc\ere that Wood's arm gave way and 
he never was of much account to Bos- 
ton nft^r that. 
In 1012 he won 31 


games, but in 1013 could turn in only 
13 wins, quite a slump. Later Wood 
was sold to Cle\eland and seeing that 
he could not pitch atrain he went into 
the outfield and st.uted a second suc- 
cessful professional career, this time 
as a gardener. Aid yet Wood was 
only twentv-three jears old when he 
hurt his arm. 


There are many more instances of 


budding young pitchers with lame be- 
fore them who were suddenly rustle" 
out of the baseball arena because the; 
injured the delicate machinery of thoii 
wings.

A flying boat or an airplane may 
soon form a part of the equipment oi 
modern missions in Africa, according 
to a letter received by a motor corpo­ 
ration from the Congo Mission of the 
Disciples of Christ, the headquarters 
of which are at Coquilhartville, Bel­ 
gian Congo, says the New York Eve­ 
ning Sun. 


“We are interested in the matter of 
the purchase of flying boats to replace 
wliolly or in part the fleet of launches 
which we have been planning for serv­ 
ice in communication between our va­ 
rious stations,” the letter stated. “We 
have a large river steamer for trans­ 
portation between stations which sea­ 
planes might supply. 
Our area is 
about 500 miles east and west and 200 
miles north and south in extent. 


“The whole area is covered well by 
an extensive system of waterways. In­ 
inland points landings might be made 
in small machines in the straight, 
smooth, central streets of the native 
towns, which in this section are usual­ 
ly clear of grass and other obstruc­ 
tions and are not less than 100 feet 
wide.”

The uneven year of 1019 is the year of 
municipal elections in counties, townships, 
boroughs and wards. 
The primary will 
be held the third Tuesday of September 
unless changed by the Legislature in ses­ 
sion, and amendments to the'election laws 
are proposed. 
It is said an effort will be 
made to do away with the primary sys* 
tem and go back to the county and state 
conventions. 
The county oflices to be 
ftlled in Adams county aro: 


Sheriff; Prothonotary; District Attorn­ 
ey; Clerk of the Courts; Register and Re­ 
corder; Treasurer; Commissioners; Direc­ 
tor of Poor; County Auditor.

In each school district, School 
Director. In boroughs, Constables, Coun- 
cilmen and Auditors. 
In towuships, Sup­ 
ervisors, Auditors, and Constables.

On Circular Saw. 


A most distressing accident occurred at 
the plant of the New Oxford Milling Com­ 
pany, along the Lincoln Highway about

CULL THE FARM 
POULTRY FLOCKS

Two-fifths of tho ]\Ti?!smirl fnnn hens 
fall to pay tlioir feed bill. 
Unless a 
hen lays from CO to 75 eggs a year she 
Is being kept at a loss. 
High priced 
feeds make it vital that only good lay- 
ers be kept. 
To rid the f a n n s of low 
producers 
each 
flock 
owner 
should 
practice some method of cuHhig, says 
T, S. Townsley of the University of 
Missouri College of Agriculture. 
Ono 
Missouri county reported that 38,320 
low-producing hens were culled from 
858 farm flocks last fall with an esti- 
mated saving of more than $32»000 for 
feed. 
Proper culling reduces the feed 
bill but not the egg production. 


The system of culling is based upon 
the fact that nature stamps the hon 
with 
certain 
visible 
characteristics 
which indicate the traits and habits of 
the individual. 
As in the human fam- 
ily the hard working farm wife is easily 
distinguished from tlie social butterily 
of the city» so in the hon family cer- 
tain visible chailictoristlcs 
indicate 
whethor a hen has been a high layor 
or a loafer. Anyone who studies the 
birds 
closely 
may 
easily 
rrcognlze 
these diiTerences. 
' ''"he ideal time to give the ilock a 
nplete culling is about the middle 
the molting poriod. 
This will vary 
ith the different flocks but usually 
.'omes in August, Soptembor or Octo- 
ber. The characters which distinguish 
poor layers from good ones are most 
evident between August 1 and Novem- 
ber 1. At this time the birds are being 
prepared for winter quarters and some 
reduction in the number is usually de- 
sirable. 
The hens have 
flnished 
the 
heavy season of production by this 
time and the poorer ones have stopped 
laying. 
The low producers will not 
lay during the fall and winter months 
and should be sold. 
The egg produc- 
tion will not be decreased. 


Kerosene and Powdered 


Soap to Clean Floors 


When oiled or varnished floors must 
be washed, they should be washed in 
this way: 
Add a tablespoonful of 
kerosene to every quart of hot water 
used and to every four quarts a table- 
spoonful of powdered soap. 
That is 
if you mix in a pall four quarts of hot 
water you should add just a table- 
spoonful of the powdered soap and 
four tablespoonfuls of kerosene. 
Dip 
a flannel cloth In this and wring it in 
clear, hot water, wring dry, rub the 
-washed surface with this and 
then 
rub it with a dry flannel cloth. 
This 
'method Is tedious but it is sure to be 
satisfactory. 


Secretary Houston Says ^ 
Giant Trees of Redwood 
Forests Should Be Saved 


An immediate duty rests on the peo- 
ple of California, the nation and the 
lumber companies to preserve tlie red- 
woods of the western coast, said David 
F. Houston, secretary of agriculture» 
recently in a statement at Lake Tahoe. 
« ''I have just como from a visit to the 
great redwood forest," ho said, accord- 
ing to the Spokane Spokesman-Review. 
"California Is building a ^paved high- 
way tlirough these wonderful forests 
and Oregon is meetipg the road from 
the north. 


"Tlie impression .that I am taking 
away is not only the deep inspiration 
that everyone must feel who sees the 
redwood forests, but the 
determined 
conviction that some immediate action 
must be taken to prevent their de- 
si ruction and to save 
them 
for 
the 
beneflt of the whole nation and the 
world. 
As I passed through mile af(er 
mile of tliese great woods, there came 
to me repeatedly 
the 
thought 
that 
there could bo no more fitting memo- 
rial to the California men who gave 
their lives in the war than these mar- 
velous living monuments, if they could 
but be consecrated to that purpose. 


"This highway is the most magnifi- 
cent in the world, yet these forests are 
being cut down, in some places direct- 
ly along the road. 
The road Is mak- 
ing redwood lumber more valuable, but 
the greatest" value of the highway is 
In the forests. 


"This is not strictly a local matter, 
interest In it should be countrywide, 
for the Redwood Memorial park would 
rival the Grand Canyon and Niagara. 
I urge everyone to lend his support to 
immediate constructive action."

Limit Use of Word ''Airship " 


To settle linguistic difllculties which 
hav^ arisen with tlie development of 
aeronautics the air service has oilicinl- 
ly decided to use the word "airship" 
only 
to designate dirigible 
balloons 
and other 
lighter-than-air 
types 
of 
craft. 
All heavier-tlian-air craft will 
be designated as "airplanes." 


Of the three principal ways of mak- 
ing artificial silk the so-called viscose 
process is perhaps most in use. 
Com- 
mencing with some form of cellulose, 
cotton or wood pulp, the material is 
treated with caustic soda till a soda 
cellulose compound is formed that is 
soluble in carbon bisulphide to form 
a viscid, thick liquid.

by fishermen to attach the hooks and 
ilies to his braided silk trout line.

VIENNA'S AGED 
DYING ON FEET 


Most Austrians Suffer From Rav- 
ages of the Many Wartime 
Maladies. 


CHILDREN ARE EMACIATED 


Scrawny, Limp, Listless From Malnu- 
trition and Seldom Smile or Play 
—American Red Cross Is 
Helping, 


London.—Dr. Ethel Williiiius, a New- 
castle doctor of 30 years' experience, 
recently has returned to England from 
Vienna. 
She attended the Woman's 
International 
conference 
at 
Zurich, 
whore she heard so much about the 
conditions of disease in Austria that 
she decided to see for herself 
what 
those 
conditions really were. 
She 
spent a week in Vienna, visiting the 
hospitals 
and 
tho 
school 
kitchens, 
studying medical statistics, interview- 
ing representative people, and seeing 
ns much 
as shp 
could of the city. 
Speaking to a Manchester 
Guardian 
representative, she said: 


"What impressed me most was the 
nppalling condition of every old per- 
son I saw, and of 95 per cent of the 
children. 
The old people were like 
walking death's heads. 
There are so 
many things that persons, over sixty 
cannot digest. 
The mortality- among 
the old has increased by 150 per cent. 


**What struck me most when walk- 
ing about tho streets was that there 
were no ItKldlers. 
Children of three 
nnd even four years were carried by 
their mothers. 
The children did not 
run about, or shout, or quarrel. 
It 
was four days before I saw a child 
playing. 


Most Children Emaciated. 
At least 05 per cent of the practical- 
ly well children were painfully emaci- 
ated, with discolored circles 
around 
their sunken eyes and the tendons of 
their necks showing like those of old 
people. 
Even 
middle-class 
children 
have those scrawny necks, and when 
they run their cheeks flap like those 
of old people. 
But they seldom run. 
They aré ail limp and listless. 


''The scene in the out-patients* de- 
partment 
at 
the biggest state 
chil- 
dren's hospital was pitiful—no sound 
or attempt to play. 
The children sat 
quietly 
on their mothers' 
knees 
or 
against a wall. 


"I saw several cases of osteo-mala- 
chia, a disease .so rare before the war 
that the only two cases I had ever 
seen had been shown to me as a curi- 
osity. 
It seems to cqme from lack of 
fresh food, and there have been 2D0 
cases In Vienna, and I heard of an- 
other epidemic in a German town. 


*'The bones soften and become dis- 
torted, the pelvis bones fold inward. 
In early stages it Is curable, but a bad 
case never will walk again, 
and 
a 
rather bad case always will have diffi- 
culty in walking, 


"The cases were those of older chil- 
dren and adults. 
They told me that 
the hospitals were receiving about 15 


cases a day, and those they had to 
turn 
away 
Inevitably 
must 
become 
worse. 
I used to test tho condition of 
the children I saw by feeling their 
fleshless arms. 
When I touched one 
child tho father said; 
'Don't touch 
him. He has this bad new di.sease, and 
it hurts him so much.' 
I realized t i t 
I had hurt him, but the child was too 
listless to shrink from the pain. 


"The doctors could do 
practically 
nothing for the out-patients who could 
r o t be taken to the hospitals. 
Tho 
mothers wore In despair. 
The doctors 
said the greatest want of all was for 
cod liver oil. Funds raised in England 
had sent a supplj', but It only lasted 
two days. 
Practically every child 
der two is rickety. 


Suffer From Starvation. 


"It is extraordinary how little Vien- 
na has suffered from war 
epidemics 
such as typhus. The enormous increase 
in sickness is due to starvation disease. 
Almost all of its child population is 
stunted, starved, left without vitality, 
vigor or energy. 
An enormous num- 
ber arc tubercular and a considerable 
proportion of these will die. 
Another 
considerable proportion 
will for 
all 
their lives probably bo stunted in mind 
and body, and all will be handicapped." 


Tho children of school age provided 
with one meal of soup and bread in tho 
day by American Red Cross workers at 
a 
special kitchen she visited 
wei*e 
watched lest they should take the br^ad 
home. 
"You must oat the bread," the 
workers told them. "All that we can do

mer is the fighting of forest 
fires. 


A good, husky man, with two strong 
arms and a willingness to work, looks 
as good as a million dollars to the of- 
ficials 
of the United States forestry 
service, and the big lumber concerns, 
who are losing vast values in timber. 


There is a famine in men. 
That is 
the great reason fires, started by care- 
less campers or lightning storms, have 
been able to spread over many miles 
of America's richest lumber lands and 
cause damage that will not be replaced 
for a generation. 


PERSHING QUALIFIES AS A MARKSMAN 


One large fire in the Pack river dis- 
trict, northern Idaho, burst 
entirely 
beyond control and spread over forty- 
five square miles of territory without 
showing the least signs of dying down. 
Men to fight it were few and far be- 
tween. 


War Against 
Flames. 


In 
SpoKane as well as the 
coast 
cities the forest service is waging re- 
cruiting campaigns similar 
to 
those 
carried on during the war. 
It is a 
.war—Against flames almost as destruc- 
tive to America as the 
flames 
that 
broke out in Europe. 


Lumbei'jacks, 
those 
big-shouldered 
veterans of the forest life, make the 
finest 
fire 
fighters. 
This summer they 
have had little chance to engage in 
their regular work of cutting timber, 
and have bent all their efforts to sav- 
ing the forests that house the nation. 


The forest service maintains a cease- 
less lookout. 
As soon as smoke is dis- 
cerned the news is 
flashed 
to head- 
quarters; a ci'ew is hastily recruited 
and equipped, and sent into the burn- 
ing area with full supplies of food, 
tools and bedding. 


J3ut they have little chance to use 
the bedding.

is an all- 
night all-day job. 


How Fire Is Beaten. ^ 


The only successful method of stop- 
ping a fire is to get in front of it, 
clear a wide trail, and widen it by 
backfiring. 


A slight change of wind will make 
the back fire cross the trail and en- 
danger the workers' lives. 


Blazing trees frequently fall with 
the wind, across tho trail, and undo 
the work of a day. 


One result of tho epidemic of 
fires 
in the present summer will be a vlg-^ 
orous effort, on the part of 
lumber 
companies and forestry men alike, to 
secure from congress a greater 
ap- 
propxiation for the forest service than 
ever before. 
Amei'lca's forests are no 
longer so numerous and 
well-grown 
that the trees can be sacrificed with- 
out national suffering.

was tnken away twice in the past to 
san^toriunisi namely Jamesville, Md . 
and Harrisbnrg, and since her return 
three months ago was in decidedly 
poor heal'th. 
She is said to have at- 
tempted suicide on two former occa- 
sions. 


She is survived by her husband and 
the following brothers and 
sisters:

AT ANY TIME WITH U H L E PROVOCATION

Pitchers With Deranged Hurling Apparatus. 


Pitching arms are as fragile as Dres- 
iPn china. 
Alore than one young iiing- 
3r nearlng the crest of his career has 
aad to pop out of the pastlming be- 
cause he was unfortunate enough to 
ierange his hurling apparatus. 


A fresh case bringing this thought 
to mind has been the experience of 
(Terd Schupp, the brilliant New York 
southsider, who In 1917 pitched the 
Giants to a pennant by winning 24 
'games out of 28 starts and followed 
this feat by blanking the White Sox 
5 to 0 in the fourth game of 
the 
world's series that fall. 


Break Down of Schupp. 
When the season of 1910 opened Mc- 
graw thought he had one of the best 
pitchers In the country, but something 
happened to Schupp's arm and the big 
winner of 1917 could only pitch 33 in- 
nings in the whole season of 1918 and 
was officially charged with one defeat 
and not credited with any wins. 


It was thought that a long rest 
would 
restore 
the 
strength 
to 
Schupp's arm, but on the training trip 
it was soon evident that the trouble 
had not been removed, and while Mc- 
Graw held on to the lefthander he 
finally traded hira to St. Louis. 
This 
is rough on Schupp, who now is just 
twenty-seven years old, and had a big 
future and a fat pay envelope ahead 
of him. 


Case of Chalmers. 


There never was a more pathetic 
case of a pitching career ruined by 
an injured arm than that of George 
Chalmers, 
the 
former 
Phil. 
Chal- 
mers came 
to 
the 
Phils 
in 
the 
fall of 1910 and his debut was to blank 
the Giants. 
In 1911 he showed prom- 
ise of developing into a star. 
But 
6(miethlng happened 
In the 
fall of 
1911. 


After 
tlie 
close 
of 
the 
season 
Chalmers went on a playing jaunt to 
Cuba with a number of other Phils. 
On the way over while skylarking on 
the deck of the steamship Chalmers

fell down a companion way. It would 
have been an ordinary accident for 
anyone except a pitcher. 
His pitching 
arm was under him as he fell and liga- 
ments were torn. 


Chalmers did not pay much atten- 
tion to the injury until the following 
spring when he found he could not use 
his arm. 
He never was able to pitch 
many games after that and in 1915 
was sent to New York only to be re- 
leased shortly after the training trip. 


Pat Moran decided to give hira an- 
other chance and regained hira and he 
won eight games and lost nine in that 
season, but he never was the Chalmers 
of 1911, although once in a while he 
did show streaks approximating his 
frrmer greatness. 
He was soon sent 
to the minors, when still under the 
thirty-year mark. 


Pat Moran often said that Chalmers 
would have been fully as great as 
Alexander had It not been for that 
damaging tumble on board ship. 


Joe Wood's Arm Gone. 


Joe Wood of the Red Sox was the 
master fllnger of the American league 
in 1912 and topped a remarkable sea- 
son in the championship race by i"utch- 
ing Boston to victory in the lengthy 
world series that year. 


The strain 
of that year was so 
severe that AVood*s arm gave way and 
he never was of much account to Bos- 
ton after that. 
In 1912 he won 34 
games, but in 1913 could turn in only 
13 wins, quite a slump. Later Wood 
was sold to Cleveland and seeing that 
he could not pitch again he went into 
the outfield and started a second suc- 
cessful professional career, this time 
as a gardener. 
And yet Wood was 
only twenty-three years old when he 
hurt his arm. 


There are many more instances of 
budding young pitchers with fame be- 
fore them who were suddenly rustlei' 
out of the baseball arena because the; 
Injured the delicate machinery of theii 
wings. 


Went Ten Straight Times to Bat With, 
out a Miss—Pitchers Supposed 
to Know His Weakness.

Baseman Ed Konetchy of the Brook- 
lyn National league team—ten hits in 
ten straight times at bat—was all the 
more remarkable because Koney until 
recently had been in a batting slump.

Met Death By Fali 


On Circular Saw. 


A most distressing accidont occurred at 
the plant of the New O.xford Milling Com- 
pany, along the Lincoln Highway about 
one mile west of town, about 3:45 o'clock 
on Wednesday afternoon, when 
Henry 
Menges, of Lincoln Way, East, met almost 
instant death by accidentally falling onto 
the jacged teeth of the large and rapidly 
revolving circular saw, iA the saw mill at- 
tached to the grist mill, 
Mr. Lingg own- 
er of the null, was operating the saw and 
Menges was engaged as ofT-be^ircr. 
He 
apparently started into the griat mill ad- 
joining to get something and endeavor to 
cross over the saw shaft 
He was warned 
by Mr. Lingg not to cross there and at 
the same time he pitched headfirst onto 
the saw. Mr. L'ugg does not know wheth- 
er Menges' foot slipped or whether he 
jumped his head against a beam and lost 
lis balance. 
The unfortunate man fell 
directly against the saw, his right arm be- 
ng severed just above the shoulder joint 
and a bad gash was cut diagonally from 
the side of the left eye down across the 
lose, mouth and deep into the right side 
of the neck. 
Horrified by the awful sight, 
^Ir. Lingg hastened to the prostrate form 
of his employe only to find that death had 
been practically instantaneous and 
that 
nothing whatever could be done for him. 
A local physician was Funimoned, but his 
services were of no avail, Jlr Lincg noti- 
fied the authorities of the county and Dr. 
Woomer, Coroner, and Raymond F. Top- 
per, Esq., District Attorney, visited 
the 
scene 
Mr Lingg, who was the only eye- 
witnesp, told them the story of the affair 
and they decided that death was so evi 
dently a matter of accident that there was 
no necessity for holding an inquest 
The 
body was then removed to the undertak- 
ing establishment of Wm A- Koisor where 
it was prepared for burial, and later re- 
moved to his home 
Mr. Menges had 
been employed occasioniilly at the Lingg 
mill for the past two years, but only as- 
sumed the managemeut of the same on 
January lat, Ruccoeding H. C. Stock. The 
deceased was a son 01 the late Samuel and 
Lydia Hershey Menges, of Mt. Pleasant 
township, and aged 62 years.

the milling trade early in life, and some 
years ago had charge of the New Oxford 
Flouring mill, now operated by Wm.
